Make Map Of Farm By 
Tracing Aerial Photo 


Gainesville, Fla.—A farm 
map is a useful item to have on 
hand, especially if it can be used 
over and over again, 
Skinner, agricultural 
with the Florida Agricultural 
Extension Service. 

He points out that large-scale 
maps can be made by tracing 
aerial photographs that are 
available for almost every farm 
area, The pictures show bound- 
aries, fields, buildings, roads, 
streams and so on. 

The engineer explains that 
the photo outlines are traced on 
tracing cloth with ink or on 
tracing paper. From such trac- 
ing, black or brown line prints 
may be made for a few cents 
each. Then the prints may be 
used for yearly records of field 
crops, rotation planning and 
other farm practices, Mr. Skin- 
ner says.
